Mr. Roosevelt talked the plans over 
with his naval chieftains and after 
giving his approval left with them 
the formal announcements of assign- 
ments to yards for construction of 
the ships.

Government W-inds Up 
Month of July With Def- 
icit of Only $32,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(/)—The 
federal government spent $107,000,000 


more than its income during the first 
month of the new fiscal year. 

Despite a reduction in ordinary ex- 
penditures of $155,000,000 under the 
amount for the same month of the 
previous fiscal year, the month-end 
statement for July showed that $32,- 
000,000 more was spent for the normal 
maintenance of the government than 
was collected from taxes and other 
sources of income. 

Emergency expenditures of $75,000,- 

completed the figure for the 
month-end deficit. ; 

During the month, some of the gov- 
ernmental economies contemplated by 
President Roosevelt had gone into etf- 
fect, but the full savings from his 


some time. 

Under its new method of listing 
expenditures, the treasury separated 
the monies spent for normal govern- 
mental purposes from those used in 
the various emergency activities. 

The total income for July was $163,- 
213,570. Total ordinary expenditures 
were $195,617,968. Emergency ex- 
penditures were $75,352,742. 

On both income and expenditures 
improvement was shown. jm the gov- 
ernment’s financial position. Revenue 
increased $75,449,000 over July of last 
year, while the expenditures reflect- 
ing the sharply reduced spending un- 
der the economy program, were $155,- 
000,000 lower. 

Miscellaneous internal revenue, in- 
cluding the new levies fromthe bil- 
lion dollar tax bill and beer receipts 
led in producing income, returning 
$113,079,073 as compared with $42,- 
463,569 in July last year. 

Income taxes fell off approximately 
$4,000,000 to $12,903,428, while cus- 
ton duties advanced more than 
$6,000,000 to $25,081,244. 

. For department expenses, public 
building construction by the treasury, 
river and harbor work, national de- 
fense and the veterans’ administration, 
the government spent $136,245,813, as 
compared with $200,035,986 in the 
same month a year ago. 

Another $50,000,000 saving was in 
the amount devoted to the adjusted 
service certificate fund, in which the 
government placed only $50,000,000 as 
compared with $100,000,000 in July, 
1932. 

Internal revenue refunds were down 
approximately $1,500,000, while the 
postal deficiency, mounting to $5.078,- 
597 in July, 1932, totaled only $2, 
last month.

TO WAGE WARFARE 
OW KIDNAP GANGS 


Roosevelt Orders Special 
Study of Means To Com- 
bat Rising Tide of Crime 
in United States. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 2.—(#) 
President Roosevelt today ordered a 
special study of means to fight kid- 
raping and racketeering at’ the re- 
quest of Attorney-General Cummings 
and named Raymond Moley, assistant 
secretary of state, to do the job. 

The appointment came on the eve 
of the arrival of Secretary Hull, of 


the state department, who is various- 
ly reported to be returning from the 
London economic conference with 
some ill feeling over his relations with 
Moley. 

But Mr. Roosevelt emphasized to 
newspapermen that there was noth- 
ing behind the Moley appointment, 
and that he would continue as assist- 
ant secretary of state, resuming his 
duties after his brief survey of kid- 
naping and racketeering. 

Withholds Adoption. 

Pending the special Moley study of 
crime and a compilation of state and 
federal laws and enforcement meth- 
ods, the president is withholding the 
adoption of a final plan for beating 
down kidnapers. However, he _ will 
give every ounce of federal aid in the 
meantime to state officers. 

Moley has been at the side of Mr. 
Roosevelt ever since campaign days 
and was the only man with him dur- 
ing the war debts negotiations start- 
ing with the pre-inauguration confer- 
ence with President Hoover and Sec- 
retary Mills. 

War debts negotiations are in pros- 
pect ‘again. “Mr. Roosevelt so far is 
not seeking the advice of any. other. 

Sitting in his shirtsleeves in the 
darkened study of his family home, 
Mr. Roostvelt received newspaper- 
men for their regular interview and 
discussed a wide range of topics, 
focusing on. the war on crime and 
government financing and industrial 
recovery. 

He was jubilant: over the six-fold 
oversubscriptlon of the treasury’s 
$850,000,000 August financing offer, 
which included sale of $500,000,000 
in eight year bonds of 3 1-4 per cent. 

Greatest Balance. 

As a result of the big success of 
this operation, the government will 
have on August 15 the greatest cash 
balance in the treasury in its history, 
including war times, $1,500,000,000 

Enthusiastic over the response to 
the government’s bid for funds, some 
officials are considering the conversion 
of part of the $6,000,000,000 in Lib- 
erty Loan bonds bearing 4 1-4 per 
cent interest which become callable in 
October. 

On the banks of the Hudson river 
late today, Mr. Roosevelt went over 
with Admiral William Standley, chief 
of the naval operations, and Rear 
Admiral Emery Land, chief of con- 
struction, the value of the bids re- 
cently opened for the building of 21 
new war ships. 

The president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
plan to go directly from here to the 
Shenandoah valley in Virginia. Their 
departure is set for August 11. From 
there they will motor to Washingt@m 
through some of the civilian conserva- 
tion corps camps in that area, reach- 
ing Washington Saturday afternoon.

Hahira farmers wired the secretary 
of agriculture at Washington and 
while officials there said they bad not 
replied, they were studying the Geor- 
gia situation and indicated that the 
market trend would be watched care- 
fully a day or two before any de- 
cision on whetlier to act to raise the 
price of flue-cured leaf. 

Washington prospects were that if 
prices for the bright leaf, used prin- 
cipally in cigaret and pipe tobaccos, 
were well below the administration's 
estimate of a “parity price,” it would 
bring processing tax on manufacturers, 
Proceeds from such a tax would go 
to farmers for agreement to reduce 
the acreage in 1934. 

The parity estimate, based on prices 
from August, 1919, to July, 1929, is 
an average of 15.35 cents a pound, 
This average, officials at Washington 
said, includes low grade tobacco as 
well as the higher grade. 

Growers at Hahira Tuesday de- 
cided to withhold their tobacco from 
the market there, they informed gov- 
ernment officials, until there was some 
action from Washington. Yesterday, 
however, sales went on as usual with 
prices ranging much higher than. on 
the opening day. and growers were 
more optimistic for their crop. 

R. V. Scruggs, a hardware mer- 
chant and grower at Hahira, said the 
same grades, mostly lugs of poorer 
grade, offered Tuesday were bringing 
3 cents more on the auctions yester- 
day. He said the average price 
Tuesday was a fraction over 11 cents, 
and Wednesday a fraction more than 
14 cents. 

Later in the day J. F. Greer, di- 
rector of the state bureau of markets 
at Atlanta, said reports from Hahira 
were that there had been “consider- 
able improvement” in prices there. 
Greer said he was advised by Mayor 
FE. J. Smith, of Hahira, that prices 
during the sale ran around 15 cents 
a pound for lugs and some slightly 
better grades. 

Greer said Mayor Smith told him 
the protest meeting had helped the 
situation and that warehouses in Ha- 
hira were operating as,usual, although 
offerings were considyerably below 
those of the opening day. 

Scruggs said the Hahira market had 
not closed at all but some farmers 
bad covered their baskets and removed 
them from sale because of their dis-

New Public Works Board 
for Georgia Expected To 
Make Prompt Decision 
on State’s Formal Appli- 
cation for 15-Year Loan. 


HOUSING PROPOSED 
FOR 5,000 CONVICTS 


Site of 6,000 Acres Owned 
by Prison Commission. 
Hugh Howell Put in. 
Charge of Negotiations. 


Formal application for a loan of 
$1,000,000 to build a new and modern 
state prison in Tattuall county was 
made to the federal government Wed- 
nesday by Governor Eugene Talmadge. 
The application was filed with Geor- 
gia’s new committee aiding in carrying 
out the public works program and will 
be passed upon by that group at an 
early date. The committee is com- 
posed of Ryburn G. Clay and Arthur 
Lucas, of Atlanta, and Thomas J. 
Hamilton, of Augusta. . 

In his written application for the 
loan, Governor Talmadge revealed that 
the proposed new prison would house 
5,000 convicts and be modern and up- 
to-date in every way. It is planned 
to equip the institution with machin- 
ery for the manufacture of some cloth- 


4 and shoes which will be supplied to 


the eleemosynary institutions of the 
state as well as provide a great farm 
which not only will produce food- 
stuffs for the prison and the various 
camps over the state but also for the 
other institutions. 

15-Year Repayment, 

The governor proposes to repay the 
loan in 15 years, including 4 per cent 
interest. he annual payment would 
total $89,941.10. 

The chief executive named Hugh 
Howell, Atlanta attorney and ¢thair- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee, as the state’s representa- 
tive in ‘negotiations looking toward 
approval of the loan. 

Under the laws of Georgia the state 
cannot borrow money unless expressly 
provided for by the legislature, but the 
national recovery act gives the presi- 
dent authority to make loans or grants 
to states with such incumbrances and 
the governor said in his application 
that he would recommend to the next 
general assembly passage of an act 
which would make the loan a bona 
fide debt of the state. 

Certain of Approval. 

Governor Talmadge said Wednesday 
that he felt certain that the loan 
would be approved speedily. 

“Georgia needs a prison system,” 
he declared. “It is proposed to make 
convicts of the state self-supporting 
and to provide additional foodstuffs 
and equipment for the other eleemosy- 
nary institutions of our state.”

PUERTO RICO GOVERNOR 
URGES RECOVERY ACTS 


Declares Cock Fighting 
Should Be Legalized To 
Attract U. S. Tourists. 


SAN JUAN, P. R., Aug. 2.—(f)- - 
Governor Robert H. Gore, inaugurated 
a month ago, called upon a special 
session of the Puerto Rico legislature 


today to approve quickly a seriés of 
measures designed to bring economic 
recovery. 

He urged the legislature to follow 
the example of the American congress 
in its quick adoption of President 
Roosevelt's program, asserting that 
this hearty co-operation was leading 
to rapid recovery in the states. 

He said cock-fighting should be 
legalized to attract tourists, particu- 
larly from the United States, and that 
the sport should be under government 
control. He advocated an annual cock- 
fighting season with a _ picturesque 
carnival and gayly garbed attendants. 

Governor Gore recommended either 
amendments to or repeal of the work- 
men’s compensation act so as to avoid 
recurring deficits, made up in the past 
by appropriations of taxpayers’ funds. 

Coverage of farm labor should be 
eliminated, he said, at present com- 
pensation premiums for farm labor 
amount to 9 per cent of farm operat- 
ing expenses which he termed a 
“smothering tax” militating against 
general farm activities. 


COLORFUL PARADE 
MARKS OPENING 
OF SCOUT JAMBOREE 


GODOLLO, Hungary, Aug. 2.—(?) 
A magnificent rush of 21,000 Scouts 
to the reviewing stand of Lord Baiden- 
Powell, chief Scout, and Regent Hor- 
thy, of Hungary, mavked the climax 
today of the opening of the world 
Boy Scout jamboree. 

The Scouts had just completed 
their march around the _ half-mile 
arena dashed up. to the reviewing 
stand with waving banners in a man- 
ner to recall spectacles of medieval 
knighthood.

C. of C. Statement Clarifies | 
Confusion Existing on Codes 


Differences Between 
President’s Code and 
Re-employment Agree- 
ment Are Outlined. 


Confusion in the public mind in ref- 
erence to the president’s code of fair 
competition as distinguished from the 
president’s re-employment agreement 
Wednesday led the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce to ‘ssue a _ statement 
clarifying the distinction between the 
two. 

Robert F. Maddox, general chair- 
man of the campaign organization, 
and Herbert E. Choate, president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, in 
the statement drew attention to the 
fact that while the purpose of the 
temporary reemployment agreement is 
to give immediate effect to the plan 
of increasing employment, the code of 
fair competition is the permanent code 
under which business will be con- 
ducted. 

Statement of Leaders. 

The statement is as follows: 

“It has become evident from the 
inquiries that have been directed to 
the Chamber of Commerce that more 
or less confusion exists in the mind 
of the public as. between the presi- 
dent’s code of fair competition, which 
is the permanent code under which 
each line of business will be conduct- 
ed, and the president’s reemployment 
agreement, which blankets all lines of 
business and which is a temporary ex- 
pedient designed to bridge the interim 
between August 1 and December 31, 
or until the code of fair competition 
affecting the signer has been worked 
out. 

“The purpose of the president's re- 
employment agreement is to give im- 
mediate effect to the whole plan, 
which is to increase employment while 
relieving the signer of penalties and 
inconveniences which might otherwise 
accrue. 

“To quote from the agreement it- 
self—paragraph 8: 

“*The spirit and intent of this 
agreement is, among other things, to 
increase employment by a universal 
covenant, to remove obstructions to 
commerce, and to shorten hours and 
to raise wages for the shorter week 
to a living basis.’ ” 

“And again paragraph 13: 

“*This agreement shall cease upon 
approval by the president of a code to 
which the undersigned is subject, or, 
if the N. R. A. so elects, upon sub- 
mission of a code to which the under- 
signed is subject and substitution of 
any of its provisions for any of the 
terms of this agreement.’ 

“Again, the impression seems to be 
more or less prevalent that in cases 
where codes have been filed and are 
pending before the N. R. A., employ-

FEDERAL POLICE. 


The suggestion, arising from the 
necessity for federal intervention 
into the nation-wide kidnaping sit- 
uation, of a federal police force, 
organized somewhat along the lines 
of Scotland Yard, would put crime 
detection in the United States on 
|a far more efficient basis than it 
has ever before been. 


The duties and purposes of the 
proposed federal police organiza- 
tion are only sketchily outlined, 
but the chief advantages to be 
gained would be that every local 
police force in the country would 
have constantly at hand a group of 
trained crime detectors upon whom 
they could call at will, and that 
access to the federal courts for the 
trial of accused criminals would be 
afforded. 

It is suggested that the federal 
government station at some central 
point in each state of the Union 
a force of highly trained opera- 
tives. These men would not be di- 
rectly affiliated with any local po- 
lice organizations, but would lend 
their assistance, upon request from 
local police chiefs, in the solution 
of baffling crimes and the capture 
of suspects. 

At these various state headquar- 
ters would be maintained a clear- 
ing house of information on the 
records of known criminals and 
their movements. As in the case 
of Scotland Yard, the whereabouts 
of habitual criminals would be con- 
stanly kept up with, not only for 
the purpose of discouraging them 
in the perpetration of new crimes, 
but that they might be “‘picked up’’ 
quickly when wanted. 

No greater deterrent for crime 
exists in the United States than 
the fear of law-breakers for the 
federal courts. Criminals are gen- 
erally confident that they can “beat 
the rap’’ in state courts, or at least 
long postpone their just punish- 
ment, because of: the numerous 
loop-holes provided by state laws. 

It Is an entirely different mat- 
ter when they are called into court 
to be tried under federal law pro- 
cedure. They know then _ that 
there is little chance to either evade

and make life less hard for other 
thousands.

If the horned sombreros of- 
fend one’s aesthetic sense and one 
has the temerity to say so, one 1S 
liable to be accused of atrocity propa- 
ganda. We, therefore, prefer to wait 
to see what style the frauen will 
adopt. Will their style correspond 
with that of the early Teutons? Take 
another look at the old illustrated 
history books. If that is to be the 
style, it camnot but serve to enliven 
the dullness of the brown scenery.

Formal Application. 


The governor's application for the 
loan follows: 

“On behalf of and for the benefit 
of the state of Georgia, I hereby ap- 
ply to the federal government, under 
the national industrial recovery act, 
for a loan of approximately $1,000.- 
000 for the purpose of building and 
equipping a state prison in Georgia. 

“Georgia has already spent the 
sum of $200,000 in purchasing a farm 
consisting of 6,973 acres, and it is 
proposed to build on this farm a mod- 
ern penal institution in order to care 
for the prison population of approxi- 
mately 5,000 


“I herewith submit the following: 
_ “1. Tentative plans and specifica-| 
tions, 

“2. A skeleton audit of the state 
of Georgia by the Audit Company of 
the South, 

“3. A schedule of proposed: pay- 
ments on the amount requested to be 
paid back in 15 years, at 4 per cent 
interest, showing the total annual 
payment of $89,941.10. 

“Under the constitution of Georgia, | 
the state cannot borrow any money 
for any purpose except by special act | 
of the legislature. The Georgia legis- | 
lature will not meet until 1935, and | 
this application is filed under such | 
terms and conditions as may be pro- 
posed by the president under Sub- 
paragraph (d) of Section 203 of the | 
industrial recovery act. | 

“As governor, I shall recommend 

to the next legislature that this pro- 
posed loan be made an obligation of | 
the state, and I have no hesitancy in | 
assuring the federal authorities that I 
believe this will be done without ques- | 
tion. 
_ “Georgia needs a prison system. It 
is proposed’ to make the convicts vf 
the state self-supporting, and to pro- 
vide additional foodstuffs and equip- 
ment for the other eleemosynary in- 
stitutions of the state. 

“I have designated Hugh Howell, of 
Atlanta, as my agent, who is author- 
ized to conduct and conclude negotia- 
tions for this loan with the proper 
governmental authorities. 

“Attached hereto are citations from 
our Georgia constitution, which make 
it impossible to pledge or borrow by 
the state, in the absence of legislative 
enactment, on which account I am 
asking that this loan be brought under 
the section of the industrial recovery 
act above mentioned.”

Advisability of Construction of Joint 


Editor Constitution: Having no- 
ticed press reports of some discussion 
by the police committee with. reference 
to re-locating the present police head- 
quarters with a new building if fi- 
nances can be secured from the fed- 
eral government, I am convineed that 
a new police headquarters is one of 
the pressing needs of Atlanta today. 
No one familiar with the situation will 
deny this, and I will- also say that 
in my opinion the present site should 
be changed to some other location. 

To erect a building separate and 
distinct for the pelice department 
away from the courthouse would in 
my judgment be a great mistake, as 
well as a waste of the taxpayers’ 
money. The city of Atlanta needs a 
new police headquarters and Fulton 
county needs a new jail, and instead 
of two buildings one could be erected 
directly in the rear of the courthouse 
at a great savings in cost, to say noth- 
ing of future upkeep, and the expense 
and trouble of transferring prisoners 
from the city jail to the county jail 
and to the courthouse. 

Fulton county now owns at least 
one-third of the block in the rear of 
the courthouse, and by a joint ar- 
rangement the remainder of this block 
could be acquired. A combination po- 
lice headquarters and county jail 
could be built that would never per- 
mi priseners to be on the street at 
alljas at present, and also in trans- 
ferring prisoners from the city to the 
county it, would only be necessary to 
transfer them across the hall in the 
same building, and across to the court- 
house either by underground or over- 
head passage.

On one 
side of the building are the city pris- 
oners and on the other the count~ 
prisoners, The city of Atlanta ani 
Fulton county are now ideally situated 
in this respect, as both need new 
buildings, and no expensive property 
will have to be discarded by either. 
gn the other hand, the present police 
eadquarters and the old county jail 
can be disposed of in due time and the 
proceeds go into the new joint build- 
ing. This is especially true with refer- 
ence to the county jail, as it is ideally 
located for a manufacturing plant, be- 
ing accessible to the railroads. It 
might be disposed of to the Atlanta 
Milling Company, whose property it 
joins. 

The lot in the rear of the court- 
house has no expensive buildings on 
it, and no doubt can be acquired for 
a reasonable amount. Its location is 
desirable in other important respects, 
in that it is between the Central ave- 
nue and Pryor street viaducts. One 
block on either side are the White- 
hall and Washington street viaducts, 
and is easily accessible from all parts 
of the city. 

The public is demanding that gov- 
ernment costs be reduced in every way. 
In my opinion we should look to the 
future in all our public building, and 
as I see it we have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by combining the 
city police headquarters and the coun- 
ty jail into one building, and in this 
way prepare for future needs in a 
practical manner.

It 
was known, however, that thay were 
not pleased at developments and 
that suggestions were made to call in 
representatives of the large buyers to 
see if a little more co-operation would 
not be forthcoming. ; 

The date for the opening of the | 
South Carolina market probably will 
be only one of the things discussed 
if. the tobacco conference materializes. 
The Georgia market opened yesterday 
and before the day was over protests 
had been wired Secretary Wallace by 
growers displeased at the price paid 
them. | 

This caused fresh consideration at | 
the farm administration of a process- | 
ing tax, since there is likelihood that | 
the levy will be applied on this year's 
harvest if the average price for flue 
cured is much below the parity price.

Georgia. Higher prices and heavy offerings featured the day, with 
elaborate programs being staged at many points.

Atlanta baseball club. 


When Monroe A. & M. was shorn, 


of its title and cut off from its state 
funds, there was some, genuine sor- 


| rowing among the good citizens of 
|Monree and particularly among 


its 
old graduates and students. Instead 
of. dismissing the matter with a mat- 
ter-of-fact “what’s to do about it,” 
they turned to Dr. Walker and “Red” 
Barron and offered them their sup- 
port, moral and financial. 


A GOOD TEAM. 


Dr. Walker did the thinking and Bar- 
ron, who can cover about*as much 
ground in a day as Wiley Post when 
he sets out to do something, did the 
hustling around and the contacting. 
Immensely popular with the people of 
Monroe and his county, as well as his 
hundreds of friends in Atlanta, Bar- 
ron soon succeeded in arousing a 
great deal of valuable sympathy aud 
support for his school in this section 
of the state. His attitude was typi- 
cal of Red Barron, the man. Instead 
of accepting one of the several tempt- 
ing offers to coach various prep school 
football teams which he received after 
the old school’s abandonment, Bar- 
ron ‘stayed there with the ashes and 
helped Dr. Walker to fire them up 
again into a new school. 

Naturally it will be very pleasing 
to the students of the new institution 
and its supporters and friends to 
know that Barron will remain there 
as coach and athletic director, The 
first bulletin from the Georgia Voca- 
tional and Trades school stated that 
very plainly. “Red” is a sentimental, 
home-loving fellow who prefers to 
stay and coach at the preparatory 
school that gave him to college and 
later gave him his first job as coach. 

The writer recalls quite pleasure- 
ably the visit to Monroe last spring 
and the great show of esteem its citi- 
zens displayed in a banquet honoring 
Barron. It is easy to see why he 
likes it there. 

HIS RECORD. 

We are indebted to L. Y. Bryant, 
of the new school faculty, for the 
following timely review of Barron's 
career as a coach and player at Mon- 
roe, as well as a few insights into his 
work there: 

“Red’s connection with Monroe A. 
& M., as the school was called in 
those days, is unique. When Clarkes- 
ville A. & M. closed temporarily back 
in 1916, Red left his home town and 
entered* the school at Monroe.

“A Jong list of outstanding athletes 
and a number of prominent athletic 
victories speak well for Red's ability 
as a coach and leader. Tom Jones, 
Pat Barron, Dack McKee, Ike Farm- 
er, Dapper Myers, Oy Grant, Eddie 
Laws and many others, earlier in 
their careers, profited by the popular 
coach’s tutelage. 

“In 1927 the Aggies won the G. I. 
A. A. football championship, in 1928 
the G. I. A. A. baseball champion- 
ship, and in the same year at Chapel 


‘Hill, the southeastern track meet. In

Pieckets congregated again in large 
numbers, and at Star Junction, where 
six strikers were shot and wounded 
in disorders yesterday, nearly 1,000 
strike symapthizers taunted coal com- 
pany police but no, disturbance Oc- 
curred. 

Machine guns, however, were set up 
by national guardsmen at four work- 
ings, scenes of the fighting yesterday 
in which one striker was killed. 


General Hugh 8S. Johnson, recovery 
administrator, speaking at Harrisburg, 
pleaded for conferences between op- 
posing factions in the strike’ and cited 
the federal codes and policies of Pres- 
dent Roosevelt as a means of settling 
disputes. 

Governor Gifford Pinchot and Thom- 
as Moses, president of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Company, near whose mines most 
of the disorders occurred, arranged a 
conference. 

The governor’s agreement with un- | 
ion leaders under which selected min- | 
ers will serve as “union guides” to | 
help keep peace had a quieting ef- | 
fect. | 
Under the plan, more rigid picketing 
rules were effective and demonstrators 
were barred from parading on private 
property without the owner’s permis- 
sion. 

Several mines of the Pittsburgh 
Coal Company, the world’s largest 
bituminous coal producer, were closed. 

Further strike troubles interrupted 
industry in other parts of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

About 10,000 hosiery workers are 
on strike at Reading, more than 500 
girls walked out of the Bob Shirt Com- 
pany plant at Frackville, and milk 
farmers continued a strike in Cum- 
berland county. 
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“SPIRIT OF BLUE EAGLE” 
IS SOUNDED BY JOHNSON 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 2.—() 
From the heart of strike-spotted Penn- 
sylvania, General Hugh S. Johnson, 
director of the national recovery pro- 
gram, today sounded an appeal for the 
“spirit of the blue eagle” in settling 
the widespread labor disputes in the 
state and in bringing the nation out 
of the depths of unemployment. 

Cheered by several thousand manu- 
facturers and industrial Jeaders John- 
son condemned the existence of ‘‘a few 
fierce local troubles” at a time when 
“the world is trying to pull to- 
gether.”’ 

The increasing strikes in the west- 
ern Pennsylvania bituminous fields, 
where in Fayette county national 
guardsmen are maintaining peace “and 
order under Governor Gifford Pin- 
chot’s declaration of martial law, 
drew General Johnson's ire. 

He pleaded for conferences between 
fighting factions to restore closed 
mines to operation and swing the 
state’s bituminous areas into the tide 
of rising employment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(4)—

IO ENFORCE CODE 


Sloan Heads Committee 
Charged With Seeing 
That Rules Are Observed 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(?)—A 
committee to “police” the cotton tex- 
tile industry’s operation under the na- 
tional recovery act was named today 
by Hugh S. Johnson, the administra- 
tor, headed by George A. Sloan, presi- 
dent of the cotton textile institute. 

The committee is composed of 
Thomas M. Marchant and Stuart 
Cramer, representing southern textile 
operators, and Robert Amory and Er-. 


‘nest N. Hood, representing New Eng- 


land manufacturers. 
Sloan said the committee would re- 


ceive all ¢omplaints regarding viola- 


tion of the code. These will be inves- 
tigated directly by field agents of the 
institute and if they are found justi- 
fied the onerators will be ordered to 
make the necessary changes. 

“If this’ is not done,” Sloan said, 
“IT am coming here to this administra- 
tion and tell them to use their full 
power—anid they have plenty—to com- 
pel obedience. 

“There is not going to be any 
white-washing. This industry was the 
first to come under the national re- 
covery act and we are going to make 
good on our agreement in every 
plant.” 

At the top of problems to be set- 
tled by the board, which is to have 
its counterpart in other codes for va- 
rious industries. is the number of 
spinning machines that may be tend- 
by one worker under what 
known as the “stretch-out system.” 

The board of three representing 
workers, capital and the administra-

| tion was authorized in an amendment 


to the code for the industry. The 
recovery adménistration said “it is ex- 
pected to do much toward preventing 
strikes and lockouts and other inter- 
ruptions of employment and produc- 
tion.” 

Supplementing its work will be 
state cotton textile industrial rela- 
tion boards composed of three mem- 
bers representing employers, employes 
and the public. All of whom will be 
named by Johnson after. receiving 
nominations from the national board. 

Already a number of complaints 
have been received of plants violating 
the agreements and Sloan said these 
are being atljusted.
